— As the re- 
sult of a storm yesterday when the wind 
blew 55 miles an hour, an ugly pile of 
broken brick and splintered timbers is 
all that remains of a three-story brick 
store at the corner of Grace and College 
streets. The building was nearing com- 
pletion. It belonged to George Morin 
and the loss is estimated nt $3,000, The 
moorings of many of the craft along the 
waterfront went ndrift and some sank.

.express at the Main street crossing In 
this town. He had spent the day at 
the Wingham fair, and was driving 
home alone In a buggy when the acci- 
dent occured. The engineer saw the 
rig- on the track and blew the whistle, 
but he could not stop the train In 
time to avoid the accident. An Inquest 
was opened and adjourned until Wed- 
nesday. 

Suicide at Regina. 

Roglna, Oct. 9. — Because ho had 
boon refused the hand of a slxteen- 
yoar-old girl, a German named Bruno 
Frankle hanged himself from the raft- 
ers of the shack on his homestead. 
The suicide has the appearance of be- 
ing most deliberately and carefully 
planned. Having first placed a box up- 
on end. the man climbed apparently 
upon It and twisted the strap three 
times around the rafter leaving the 
buckle end hanging with a running 
noose. He then carefully tied his legs 
together Just above the ankles with 
binder twine. Having adjusted the 
noose about his neck he, with great 
precision, proceeded to tie the hinder 
twine around his legs above the knees 
with tho same piece as he had already 
used on the lower portions of his 
limbs. Having done that, he tied his 
left hand down In such a manner that 
he could not possibly use it In any 
endeavor that ho might feel impelled 
to make to release himself.

THE PROVINCES 



Fear at Toronto That There Is 
a " Flim-Flam" Game on 
at Ottawa 



TORONTO, Oct. 0.— Semi-official 
hints dropped as to the prospec- 
tive attitude o' . the Dominion 
government at the Conference of Pro- 
vincial Premiers, hnve given rise to fear 
among local Conservative politicians, 
that there is a "(1101-11.1111" game on at 
Otlawa. "Mark my words," said one of 
these gentlemen this morning, "Hie Do- 
minion government will make an effort, 
and a big one. to 'gold -brick' the pro- 
vincial delegates." 

The fact that an inspired announce- 
ment has been made to the effect that 
the government will increase the pro- 
vincial subsidies on condition that tho 
provinces surrender some of their legis- 
lative and administrative rights, lends 
weight to the "flim-flam" prediction. The 
federal authorities are said to be es- 
pecially eager to get from the provinces 
a large slice of the local jurisdiction 
over railways. This the Dominion is 
ready lo buy with money '.a be lied "sub- 
sidy.'" 

Il is pointed out thai the political 
complexion of the conference is very fav- 
orable to a putting through of the fed- 
eral government's plan, wherever the 
composite weight of tin: conference is to 
he the deciding factor. The conference 
is made up of fourteen Liberals to half- 
a-dozen Conservatives. There arc, in at- 
tendance, four delegate- from Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, two provinces with 
brand new constitutions and with lit- 
tle to ask for and less to expect, if it 
lmes to a showdown, they represent 
four votes. These four voles may be 
used for the purpose of selling out the 
important rights of the older provinces, 
just as the rights of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan were sold for cash at the 
outset.

f YELLQWHEAO PASS 



Prospectors Return to Edmonton 
With News of Very Im- 
portant Finds 



GOLD, MICA AND COAL LOCATED 



Lack of Transportation Facilities 
Impedes Development of 
Country 



DMON'fON, Oct. 10.— Spittle 
1 . Bros. Jim and Bill, who have 
been prospecting in the Yel- 
lowhead Pass country on the British 
Columbia side, returned to the city 
last night after four months spent in 
the hills. They bring with them some 
of the richest samples of gold quartz 
ever seen in the city and some mica 
samples that would be difficult to sur- 
pass anywhere. 

They left Edmonton in July and go- 
ing over to Tete Jaune cache prospect- 
ed the country below that point to- 
ward Fort George. The quartz sam- 
ples they brought back with them 
show free gold plainly visible to the 
naked eye and although no assays 
have yet been obtained there Is no 
doubt that the rock will run very 
high. They state that they located two 
claims on a quartz ledge 40 feet wide. 
Thev also located 1.000 feet of placet- 
ground on a creek in the same vici- 
nity they believe to be exceedingly 
rich. 

The mica snmples they state were 
taken from a ledge to 14 feet wide 
In which there are sheets as large as 
12 by 14 Indies. They located two 
claims which they believe to be of 
immense value. 

On the Athabasca on the Alberta 
side they found anthracite coal of an 
excellent quality of which they aiso 
brought samples. , 

J K Cornwall, who came in from 
the 'north the other day after having 
made the trip down as far ns the Great 
Slnve lake, brings news of an agitation 
by the northern navigators for a cam- 
paign of improvemuct in the rivers and 
streams which arc the highways of the 
great north. At the present timer says 
Mr. Corn wall, it is practically impossible 
for a settlor to get into the grand prairie 
country or any of the regions of the 
Upper Pence. There is no such thing 
as an overland trail from Edmonton to 
the Peace river. 

In the old days there was a trail via 
Fort Assinaboine, but it has been so 
long abandoned and neglected that it is 
now impassable. The route now is via 
the landing. Up the Little Slnve river, 
across Slave hike to the Hudson's Bay- 
post at the northern end and thence 
overland eighty-five miles by a first-class 
wagon road to Port river, crossing 
where the Hudson's Bay steamer Gra- 
ham plies as far up as Fort St. John. 
The trouble ai the present time is that 
the Little Slave river is not navigable 
and this link in the chain is broken. 
The Northern Light, built at Athabasca 
Landing last winter at a cost of $10,000, 
is tied up by low water between the 
mouth of the Little Slave and the place 
where the Moose river empties. Capt. 
Barber lias been working all summer 
throwing out limestone and wing dam- 
ming to get his boat up to the Little 
Slave Jake, but is now tied up for the 
winter and does not hope to get up until 
high water next year. 



QUEENS - SHELBOURNE 

WRIT IS ISSUED 



Polling on Oct. 31— Competition 
For Plans For New Depart- 
mental Buildings 



OTTAWA, Oct. 10.— (Special.)— 
The writ for the bye-election in 
Queens-Shelbourne, necessitated 
by the unseating of Hon. Mr. Fielding 
was issued today. Nomination will lake 
place Wednesday, October 24th and poll- 
ing a week later. 

Hon. Mr. Hyman, minister of public 
works, had a conference today with 
Chief Architects Bworl and Burke, of 
Toronto, and Chasse, of Montreal on the 
subject of the competition for plans for 
the new departmental buildings. It is 
finally settled thai there will bo Iwo 
buildings, hut the exact area which they 
will cover has not been determined. The 
lirst prize is to be $8,000; second, .$5,- 
000 and Ulird, $2,000. The plans of the 
three successful prize winners will be- 
come the absolute property of the gov- 
ernment and winners will have no fur- 
ther clahn. The work of superinten- 
dence of construction will he performed 
by the architects of tho public work's 
department. Pull details of the com- 
petition will be announced in a few days.

British M. P's Visiting Canada 
Talk of Old Country 
Politics 



ONTREAL, Oct. 10.-hM. E. 
Smith, M. P., of the Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce, ad- 
dressed a meeting of the members Of the 
Hoard of Trade this morning on Im- 
perial trade questions. J. W. Hills, M. 
P., for Durham, and Norman Chamber- 
lain, who are accompanying Mr. Smith 
on his trip through Canada, also ad- 
dressed tho members, 

Mr. Smith remarked he should do ill 
service to that parly and an injustice 
to the Old Country were he lo say that 
the Conservative party in England had 
not tlie interests of Canada at heart. 
There was no political faction in Eng- 
land that did not view with interest and 
satisfaction the rapidly increasing pros- 
perity of Canada. 

After outlining the political situation 
which led up to the defeat of the Eng- 
lish Conservative party at the last elec- 
tions. Mr. Smith 'said that the state- 
ment thai the cause of tariff reform was 
a vanquished one. and that the pro- 
moters had accepted a first defeat as a 
final overthrow of the movement, was 
untrue. Frankly, if an election were lo 
take place immediately, the speaker said 
he had hut small chance of telling what 
the result would lie; but he was in a po- 
sition to slate positively that the Con- 
servative parly would go to the country 
solid on what was practically the same 
as the policy outlined by Joseph Cham- 
berlain.

authorizing the payment of increased 
subsidies and allowances as way be de- 
termined upon, pending an amendment 
lo the British North America Act, if 
such amendment he. deemed necessary. 
The latter puiut will have to be cure- 
fully considered and probably will have 
to he referred to the law officers of the 
Crown in England.

Probably Not For Two Years. 

could the British North America 
Amending Act be passed if necessary. 
In the! meantime, therefore, unless tho 
suggestions of tli e conference regarding 
legislation next session were carried out, 
the payment of increased subsidies would 
he deferred for two years. 

Premier McBride of British Colum- 
bia was given an opportunity of present- 
ing the special claims of that province, 
which he did in a very convincing man- 
ner. The western premier is thorough- 
ly an fait with his subject and had many 
fuels and figures in support of his con- 1 
teution. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier made a guarded 
reply. He intimated that in the ovent 
of lite Dominion authorities acceding to 
the request of the provinces for increased 
subsidies it must be in a spirit of com- 
promise. One of the concessions which 
he suggested the provinces should give 
to the Dominion was the right to .in- 
corporate all companies and the aban- 
donment of irritating legislation like the 
Tax On Commercial Travelers. 

Tho federal ministers then retired to 
their conference, where they were in

AMERICAN FORCES IN CUBA. 

Gov. Taft and General Funslon Hand 
Over Command to Gov. Magoon. 

Havana. Oct. 1 0.— General Frederick 
Funston will not continue in command 
of the American forces in Cuba. Gov- 
ernor Taft announced tonight that the 
general will return home on Sunday on 
the battleship Louisiana with Governor 
Taft and Assist a ill Secretary of State 
Bacon. The affairs of Cuba will then 
bo left in the hands or Governor Ma- 
goon and General Franklin Bell. 

In explaining this change of plans 
Governor Taft said; "General Funston 
was summoned on a hurry call from the 
Pacific Const because he was well ac- 
quainted with many of the insurgent 
chiefs here, and it was thought he could 
aid us, as he did greatly in bringing tho 
men in anus to an agreement. General 
Funston was put temporarily in com- 
mand of the troops in Cuba merely as a 
convenience, until General Bell .should 
arrive. General Funston, Mr. Bacon 
and myself, with 'Mrs. Taft and Mrs; 
Bacon and our secretaries are returning 
to our permanent duties." 

Governor Taft's especial confidence in 
tho chief of the general's staff's ability 
to carry out the programme tho gov- ■ 
'crnor Has initiated resulted in the de- 
cision to continue him on the island. 
'Many Cubans of the faction to which 
Mendo/.e Caput and olhcr organizers be- 
long were outspoken against General 
Funston, alleging that ho had deserted 
them in the war to throw off the yoke 
of Spain. Governor Taft did no. take 
cognizance of this bitterness, ns he was 
familiar with the circumstances under 
which General Funston nt. that time re- 
turned to the United Slates. F una ton 
was then ill and ho had tho consent of 
Genera) Garcia and oilier leaders who 
appreciated the long service he. had 
given their cause. 

Thi) parly sailing on the Louisiana 
Saturday will touch at Key West, where 
Secretary Taft desires to stop in con- 
nection with a right of way r.cross the 
military reservation for the rnilfond 
which is being constructed across the 
Florida Keys.

BACK FROM OTTAWA. 

R. G. Macpherson, M. P., Vancouver, 
Tells Result of Mission. 

'R. G. Macpherson, M. P., of Van- 
couver, has returned (ram a trip to Ot- 
tawa and other Eastepi cities, where 
He went principally for the purpose of 
seeing what could be done to check 
the lnflfax of Hindu Immigration to 
Brftlsh Columbia. To the News-Ad- 
vertiser N Mr. Macpherson said he felt 
confident that his mission woulld baar 
.'. good fruflt. He said that he found 
"press and' people in the JCast generally 
unanimous ,ln favor of the unrestricted 
-'immigration, of the Hindus, and It was 
i constantly pointed out to him that they 
{•■we're British subjects, and should not 
'•be kept out from a British country. 
But he conversed with Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and other members of the gov- 
ernment, and wiith different members 
of parliament whom he met, and from 
what he learned he felt confident that 
if the British Columbia members would 

Stand Togotber 
on this question at the .next session, 
they could succeed In geuting a meas- 
ure passed that would at least mater- 
ially restrict the Sikh Invasion. The 
authorities generally are in favor of 
keepmg this a white, main's country, 
and if the BritlFh Columbia people 
want the Hindu inimigratiion stopped 
they can have it. 

"The trouble is," said Mr. Macpher- 
son, " that tho Immigration Act 
though broad enough in a general way. 
does not cover tills class of people. It 
is true that it will apply Un anomal- 
ous cases, such as gipsies for example, 
but when it comes to apply to nation- 
alities, some special amendment to the 
Act is needed." 

Mr. Macpherson also brought with 
him the comforting assurance that at 
the next session an appropriation will 
be made for the construction of a

to the fast cruiser Canada on the At- 
lantic seaboard, which has a speed of

Mr. Macpherson visited the cities of 
Ottawa. Montreal, Toronto and Ham- 
ilton during his absence, and says he 
never saw greater evidence of pros- 
perity in Eastern Canada than. at pre- 
sent. 



MEN ALL PAID OFF. 

Close Down at Coal Creek and Michel 
Is Now Complete. 

. Ferine. Oct. 7. — The Crow's Xesl Pass 
Coal company's employees were paid oft 
in full yesterday. 

There has hpen no disorder here of 
any kind. Everything is epiiet mid all 
hope has not horn abandoned of an early 
settlement of the strike. The following 
observations, from nn unbiassed source, 
in reference to tin' strike a t Coal Creek 
and Michel collieries, will he of inter- 
est in view of certain features of the 



difficulty. The speaker is man well 
qualified to si;:e up the situation dispas- 
sionately, lie said: 

"I visited Michel camp for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the feeling of the 
men and after the most careful investi- 
gation was forced to the conclusion that 
the miners there were unanimously op- 
posed to the strike. My conclusions wero 
not based only on the expressions of 
opinion I elicited from the rank and tile, 
but from the free and unspoken remarks 
made to me personally by several promi- 
nent officers of tlie Michel local union. 
They believe at that camp that it blun- 
der has been committed by Sherman; or 
that to serve his own ambitions he has 
led them into an untenable position. At 
the meeting held there on Monday night 
they went so far as to appoint a com- 
mittee to interview Mr. Sherman in 
Ferule, and instructed them to demand 
to he shown a copy of the communica- 
tion sent by him to President Mitchell 
which resulted in an order from him ,to 
strike. I am unaware that Sherman 
complied witli the"" demands. 1 would 
sum up the situation in Michel-. thus: 
that while they consider life strike' a 
breach of their agreement witli the com- 
pany, they frel compelled in obey Eh'e 
order of their district ofllcers until re- 
lieved from the responsibility from a 
higher authority. It is more difficult in 
Fernie to estimate the number of those 
in favor of or opposed to the strike, 
hut it would he a conservative estimate 
to say that lit' per cent are opposed to 
the strike, while at Coal Creek very 
few indeed can be found who are in fa- 
vor of it. There seems to be a somewhat 
hitter feeling against Sherman and Biggs 
for the action they have taken, and as 
far as 1 could observe thev are being 
blamed for the whole affairC With re- 
gard to the attitude of tin 1 business peo- 
ple it is only necessary In sny that they 
deeply resent Ihe utterances of Sherman 
at Michel with reference to them, lie 
having stated at Ihe meeting there en 
Saturday night last thai 'fur tlie busi- 
ness men of this section no tricks are 
too low to stoop to and In sum them 
up they are a lot of .' "

At a meeting of the city council on 
Monday evening next the report of, the 
special committee appointed to revise 
the trade and liquor bylaws will be con- 
sidered. This committee was composed 
of Aldermen Uavcy, Goodacre, Fell and 
Hall, who, with the exception of the 
latter, all attached their signatures to 
the document when it was presented to 
the board. Accompanying the report wns 
the draft form of a bylaw which has 
been drawn up for the approval of the 
council. This bylaw is a very' lengthy 
one, covering sixty-six pages nf closely 
typewrit I en matter. 

Since the bylaw wns first introduced it 
has caused considerable thinking on the 
part of tlie business men and property 
holders of the city and it is expected 
that a strong debate will be engendered 
when it comes before the council for con- 
sideration on Monday evening next. 

The bylaw provides for four different 
kinds of licenses — saloon, hotel, restaur- 
ant and shop licenses, as well as intro- 
ducing many innovations which hither- 
to have not been in force in this city. 

In referring to the saloon license the 
bylaw states that "the licensee shall sell 
by retail only, all lkpior to be consumed 
on the premises. The liquor shall be 
isold in one room only, which will con- 
stitute the bar. unless under a restaur- 
ant license for the same premises, and 
the bar shnll be a room wliicb shall be 
capable of being closed (luring prohibit- 
ed hours. 

"The bar shall consist of a bar-room, 
lavatory and such other offices as shall 
he necessary for the storage of goods 
and there shall be no partition in the 
bar-room of greater height than eight 
feet and there shall be a space of two 
feet between the top of such partition 
and the ceiling. No. side or back en- 
trance shall be allowed, to be used as an 
entrance or exit for customers; and a 
back entrance shall mean an entrance 
other than one. the door nf which is on a 
public highway. The licensee shall also 
keep a In nip of at least ten candle power 
affixed over all entrances and exits from 
dark till daylight." 

The bar will also have to be lighted 
during- prohibited hours so that a clear 
view of the interior may be obtained 
from the outside. 

According to clause five "the license 
must he placed conspicuously in the, bar- 
room mid Ihe business shall he carrie:! 
on continuously under the penalty of 
the forfeit of the license, which would 
effect the Vernon and Imperial hotels. 

The licensee of shop selling liquor 
shall abide by the bylaw for the early 
closing of shops and during prohibited 
hours. 

Clause two re bottle licenses, states 
that liquor shall not be consumed on the 
premises or the warehouse and shall lie 
sold in quantities not less than one 
pint, which will in this case make it 
necessary for the license holders carry- 
ing on saloon and wholesale departments 
in the same block to close oul <uie of 
the departments. Clause five gives the 
police power to enter the premises at all 
limes to make an inspection. 

In the restaurant license the licensee 
is required to keep n light burning over 
all entrances and exits from dark till 
daylight, but nothing is said about parti- 
I ions. 

To secure a license for n hotel the li- 
censee must keep furnished for hotel pur- 
poses at least thirty rooms, and tins 
license will only provide for the bona 
tide guests of the hotel, 

Clause two of this seel inn provides 
that only with meals or to honalide 
guests liquor may he supplied during pro- 
hibited hours. 

Clnnso three makes it necessary for nil 
liquor to be consumed oil the premises. 
This clause being also inserted in the 
saloon license will make it impossible 
for n visitor to purchase a brittle of li- 
quor except he goes lo the wholesaler. 

Clause four states that HO bar will he 
allowed except to supply the person at- 
tending to the guests, or, in other words, 
if 11 hotel keeper desires lo maintain n 
bar as the majority of them do at pres- 
ent, it will be necessary to secure two 
licenses. 

Applicants for a new license must 
contribute ten dollars to the city treas- 
urer whether the license is granted or 
not. 

T'nder clause six of the temporary li- 
cense section it becomes necessary for 
the applicant to satisfy Ihe hoard thai 
he is the owner in fee simple, bona tide 
lessee or tenant, which in the case of an 
owner of property with a mortgage it 
will he impossible to do. 

Clause eight of the same section refers 
In the location and disqualification of Ihe 
license, wliicb will not be granted to 
any civic official nor In any person for 
the benefit direct or indirect of any sucii 
olllcial. 

Clause eleven provides Ilia I no license 
shall be granted to a person who already 
holds a license. 

In clause eighteen section "A" reads: 
"Any application for a transfer or appli- 
cation for renewal tnusl he accompanied 



by a fee of ten dollars which will be 
retained whether the license is granted 
or not. 1 's 

In clause nineteen if any complaint is 
made by the chief of police or a resi- 
dent of . the city the owner of the license 
is required to make an application for a 
new license and advertise same applica- 
tion, and pay a fee of ten dollars whether 
it is granted or not. 

Clause twenty makes it necessary for 
the license holder to produce his license 
before the board when any charges nre 
made; while section live of the saloon 
license section makes it compulsory for 
tile license to be continuously displayed 
in the bar-room. This is further set 
out in section twenty-four, which states 
that the license shall be constantly and 
conspicuously exposed by the licensee in 
the shop, restaurant, bar-room or saloon 
and hotel. 

Under clause twenty-seven the person 
holding a bottle license shall not allow 
any liquor sold by him to be consumed 
within his shop or the building of which 
the shop forms a part or which coin* 
municatcs by an entrance with such 
shop. 

Under clause twenty-nine the holders 
of licenses must register tlie name or 
sign oT their house with the clerk of the 
municipal council, and any alteration to 
the .sign, for which a fee of 50 cents will 
be charged. 

Clause thirty provides for the time 
during which no liquor will be sold from 
or after eleven o'clock Saturday night 
till six o'clock Monday morning ami 
from twelve o'clock at night till six 
o'clock the following morning on other 
days of the week. 

Clause thirty-one provides for the time 
during which tin. saloons must be abso- 
lutely closed, which allows the license 
holder an hour to clean up his premises. 

Clause thirty-two provides for the reg- 
istration of bar tenders, making it neces- 
sary fur every license holder to register 
his employees and keep 11 copy of Ihe 
application posted in a conspicuous place 
ill the premises where he is to work. 

Clause thirty-three makes it necessary 
for every holder of a license now in 
force within a month of the passing of 
ihe bylaw to signify in writing and leave 
it with the city treasurer his consent to 
accept on January loth, lfttj". a renewal 
license in the form ami subject to the 
conditions imposed hy this bylaw and in 
default of so doing the licensee shnll be 
required to make application for renewal 
lit the regular sitting of the licensing 
hoard in December and if they ,1,, not 
signify their intention or make applica- 
tion for a new license their license Will 
expire. 

Under clause thirty-seven the penalty 
for any breach ol" the bylaw is set at 
not exceeding $200 and costs. 

In making application for a new li- 

| cense seventeen questions must be an- 
swered to the satisfaction of ihe board. 

i These are some of Ihe points of th" 
bylaw that have as yet not been 1111! in 

I force in this city and the council will 

j likely have many meetings to discuss the 
luestion before it is finally settled.

YACHT FROLIC SEIZED. 

U. S. Customs Officers Put an End to 
Chinese Smuggling Scheme. 

Providence, It. L, Oct. 10.— After having 
evaded the United States customs nnd Im- 
migration officers for more than two 
weeks, the schooner yacht Frolic, which 
loft Plnceiltln, Newfoundland, with a car- 
go of contraband Chinese Immigrants, was 
boarded In the Providence river early to- 
dnv nnd couflscnted In the name of the 
United Slates government. Two (Portu- 
gese members of the crew were placed un- 
der arrest, they being the only persons 
found on board the boat. The two men 
were arrested on suspicion of being con- 
cerned In the smuggling of Chinese Into 
the United States, while 17 Chinese be- 
lieved to have been passengers on the 
Frolic were also arrested.

These, too. will be supplied to the prov- 
inces east of the mountains in quanti- 
ties increasing ns the country develops.

Mr. Walker has been on this trip fur 
six weeks, and since he left Montreal 
has been on every branch line of the 
Ciiiindiiiii Pacific and Cnnadinn North- 
ern in the four provinces west of the 
Ottawa? rivet. "Never have !I seen a 
"prosperity so fixed, so general or on so 
sure a foundation as ni present," is (lie 
substance of his opinion. "Not only 
have new places grown rapidly, but old 
lawns which were arrested in t licit 
growth two or three years ago are now 
going ahead fast. The way llic situa- 
tion strikes me is thai the grain 1? 
grown under so many different condi- 
tions, at different nltitudcs, on diffcreni 
kinds of Intnl. and with cattle as another 
fundamental source nf richness it is al- 
most certain that the prosperity will be 
only very occasionally checked. 

"If this is so. British Columbia has

Popular Agitation Yet Continues

St. Johns, Nfd., Oct. 10.— Popular agi- 
tation continues against Ihe modus vi- 
vendi giving tho Americans privileges, 
denied by the Newfoundland laws, the 
pros.s denouncing what it terms the gov- 
ernment's betrayal of the eouutry's inter- 
ests. 

In a public letter Archbishop Howley 
urges the immediate calling of meetings 
throughout the colony to protest against 
the measure which he declnres is neither 
a political inn- u party question. The 
present, he snys, is a historical crisis in 
the country, when every Newfound- 
lander, native or resident, regnrdless of 
creetl, class or parly should rally in the 
government's support. 

Archbishop Howley, cites Ihe case of 
1S57 when the British government pro- 
posed In grant the French exclusive fish- 
ing rights on :i portion of the coast.

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PACHENA POINT LIGHT. 

Today, or perhaps not until tomor- 
row, the Quadra will sail for Pachena 
Point, with material for the light- 
house and fog alarm station io he 
erected there. With great good luck 
she may succeed in her mission, but 
sea-faring men are all of the opinion 
that It will prove a failure, in which 
event the work must be postponed un- 
til next summer. The action of the De- 
partment of .Marine and Fisheries In 
postponing the shipment of the mater- 
ial until late in the autumn cannot be 
defended. Not being In the secrets of 
the department, the Colonist can only 
deal with the facts. One or those Is 
that the Quadra was for several weeks 
taken off her regular work to be placed 
at the service of His Excellency the 
Governor-General. No one has any 
objection to make because the govern- 
ment takes any course necessary to 
enable the representative of the Crown 
to see the province to the best: ad- 
vantage, but if Ear! Grey had known 
that, in order to suit the convenience 
of himself and his party, it might be 
necessary to delay the construction of 
a work admitted to be absolutely re- 
quisite for the due protection of the 
coast, he would have been the first to 
protest against it. If it was desirable 
to put the Quadra at the disposal of 
His Excellency, and we do not say it 
was not, then another vessel ought, 
we submit, to have been secured to 
carry the building material to Pachena 
Point, if it could not have been got 
ready in time to be sent down during 
tho fine days of summer. The Colonist 
hopes that the misgivings of sea- 
faring men as to the success of the 
Quadra's attempt will not be justified 
by the fact'; but iT they arc, it will 
be impossible for the best .friends of 
the government to invent even the 
semblance of an excuse. 



WATER FOR FIRE PURPOSES. 

Fire Chief Watson is going to bring 
under the attention of the Fire War- 
dens the system adopted In Philadel- 
phia, and to be adopted in Seattle and 
Winnipeg, to secure a high pressure 
water supply for the use of the Fire 
Department. In yesterday's Colonist 
was printed a copy of the report, 
which the chief proposes to lay be- 
fore the wardens. Without attempting 
to criticize the Philadelphia plan In 
detail, we may say that with the 
whole ocean to draw upon, there 
seems to be no valid reason why the 
city of Victoria should build reser- 
voirs, and Illler water for use In put- 
ting out fires, sprinkling the streets 
and Hushing the sewers. It ought to 
be possible to devise a plan that would 
be quite within the financial ability 
of the city, whereby the business sec- 
tion and the lower levels at least, 
could be furnished with all the salt 
water required for the purposes men- 
tioned. 

At present Chief Watson's sugges- 
tions do not appear to have been put 
in concrete form applicable to the Con- 
ditions existing here; but he is on the 
right track, and it Is to be hoped that 
the Fire Wardens will see their way 
clear to devising a plan that can be 
submitted to the city council and the 
citizens for their sanction. 

VICTORIA'S STRENGTH. 

The strength of Victoria's position as 
n city lies in a number of tilings. (loo- 
graphical situation, climatic advantages, 
local scenic charms, all contribute in 
their way to no- growth and prospeHi.v 
of a city; Iml perhaps the most impor- 
tant factor of all is the possession of an 
environment, in which productive indus- 
tries can Ih> profitably established. We 
have in Victoria made a greal deal of 
our claims upon public attention by rea- 
son of tin' li'si three named qualities; 
but we have not laid sufficient stress 
upon tlic fourth. Vet it is safe to say 
that therein will be found the source of 
much of tlic future importance which 
the cil.v will enjoy. 

What Work has been dope by the 
Tourist Association lias been directed 
specially to making known the nut-ac- 
tions of tin 1 place. It ln's, been well 
done, and there is very little more to be 
said on litis branch of the subject I ban 
has already been given to ihe public. 
The results have been excellent. Vic- 
toria i s constantly securing additions In 
ils population in the way of people, cith- 
er rich or in very comfortable circum- 
stance, who have been led to choose (his 
as their home because of those features 
which Ihe Tourist Association has most 
actively advertised. The presence ,,f 
snch.'pcopio in Ihe community means a 
great addition to business activity, for 
in nearly every case they desire to en- 
gage in some business. They are not nl 
all likely to become competitors with 
those, who are already doing business 
here but they will seek out new lines, 
Tim daily-press has already given in- 
stances of this, ami ,we may safely resl 
assured Unit there will be more of .lien, 
in the future. Therefore, the climatic 
advantages of tho city, attracting as they 
have done and will continue to do men 



of menus, who are in the prime of life, 
will be a constant source of strength to 
the city! 

While giving full weight to this con- 
sideration we ought not to lose sight of 
the fad that the immediate environment 
of Victoria is certain to become the home 
of a large population, composed chiefly 
of farmers, tilling smnll areas, it may 
reasonably he expected thai in the course 
of Ihe nest decade the tramway system 
will he extended so as to serve n large 
part of the Snnnich peninsula, and we 
look forward with the greatest confi- 
dence lo the day, when there will he 
within a radius of fifteen miles of Vic- 
toria, thousands of homes- around which 
there will be fruit orchards, berry farms 
and chicken yards. Tins will he a source 
of strength to Victoria in a business way 
that can hardly be appreciated today. II 
will he equivalent to an area of whent- 
producing land many times as great. 

CONDITIONSIN BENGAL. 

Canadians have been so deeply con- 
cerned with their domestic affairs that 
they have paid scant attention to events 
taking place in other parts of the Em- 
pire, and perhaps no part of it has been 
more ignored than India. We have been 
so accustomed to think of India as a 
country that is well governed and where 
tile people are quite content under Brit- 
ish rule, that it will be with some sur- 
prise (hat many Colonist reader: 
learn of ihe existence of conditions in 
tho provinces of Bengal, which are cer- 
tainly very ominous. (If recent years a 
strong fooling lias developed thai the 
Jintivc Hindus ought to govern India and 
that the time has come when British rule 
should be terminated. Unfortunately 
this idea has received a great deal of 
sanction from certain Fnclish public 
men, who can sec no reason for not ap- 
plying lo Ihe diverse races of the Hin- 
dustan peninsula the same principles of 
government as are found lo be successful 
in Canada, Australia and the Mother 
Country. Undoubtedly t hero are in In- 
dia thousands of highly educated people, 
who are in many respects the equal of 
the host representatives of any race in 
the world; but that these people, who 
numerically represent only a small per- 
centage of the population, are able to 
govern the country successfully, and 
ought to he permitted to make the at- 
tempt is an error, which if acted upon, 
would lead lo very serious results. This 
new idea has had a very had effect upon 
the native population of Beugal, which 
is the principal scene of the anti-British 
movement, and the position of European 
residents there is not always by any 
moans agreeable. They are frequently 
subjected to insults and at times lo 
violence. Some very optimistic people 
claim that these ebullitions are only 
temporary in their nature ami will soon 
pass away. This we would all like to 
believe; but the fact unfortunately .is 
that they have boon sufficiently serious 
to compel the resignation of Sir Ham 
fylde Puller, lieutenant governor of 
East Bengal, and Assam who found his 
position simply insufferable by reason of 
the open sedition of the natives anil Ihe 
covert sedition of their sympathizers in 
England. 

The only agreeable feature of an ex- 
ceedingly unsatisfactory situation is that 
the Mnhoruniednn population is in sym- 
pathy with British supremacy. Strong 
resolutions hate been passed in Ihr 
provinces over which' Sir Bnmfylde I' 'id- 
ler presided. One of these, adopted at 
a mooting held at Bnrisnl, reads as fol- 
lows: "This meeting most severely eon 
demns the policy of llio government 
which has brought about this public 
calamity, as it will encourage irrespon- 
sible agitators to continue their agita- 
tions with redoubled energy and to lill 
the country witli sedition and anti-for- 
eign feeling." The meeting further do 
dared thai the Mussulmans of Bengal 
are losing confidence in tho government j 
by reason of iis weakness in dealing with i 
the agitators and they declare thai they 

•■may ho for I to conciliate the Hindus | 

who now virtually rule Ihe land." Al j 
Bholu, the M nsselmans declared among' 
other things that "the Home Govern- 
ment is wenk and vacillating and there- 1 
fore dangerous lo ihe good administra- 
tion of the country, because it will give | 
occasion lo the ngital irs lo iiiHaine ihe 
ignorant musses willi impunity." All 
Pirnjpnr they declared "their disapproval 
of the weak policy of the Home (.Jovern- 

Uient," which they charge with < unit 

ling a blunder and lowering its own 
prestige. Other resolutions were couched 
in similar terms, and Ihe reports of j 
some of tin' meetings show thai Ihe in- 
dignation of the Maliommedau population, ' 

al tl limner in which ihe Imperial j 

government is truckling to the arrogant 
demands of the Hindus, is profound, i 
"Hud, short-sighted and adverse to ihe 
interests of Ihe community," is liow the 
government policy is characterized by 
the Mussolmnns of Knrrynh. 

Tins is a very unhappy condition of j 
things, The man, who believes that thel 
Hindus of Bengnl have titled themselves | 
in control the destinies of their country, 
must have closed his eyes to all the 
teachings of history and to all the ac- 
tualities of tlic nrescnt. There is grave, 
danger Unit tho Imperial edifice eroded 
in India at the cost of so much blond 
and treasure, and which, with all ils 
mistakes, has boon a tremendous power 
for good and of incalculable benefit lo 
the races, who have come under iis in- 
fluence, may be overthrown, or at least 
rendered exceedingly insecure, and there- 
fore powerless lo accomplish much good, 
by the failure on the part of those, 
upon whom rests the responsibility of 
preserving the Empire, to distinguish be- 
tween fads and fads.

Several hundreds of dollars were paid 
to returned sealers at the shipping of- 
fice yesterday when the crews of [he 
Diana and Carlottu G. Cux, of whose re- 
turn news was given yesterday, were 
paid off and there were stories galore 
told of the cruises. More news wan 
given by the sealers, learned from .lap 
euse sealing schooners in Bering sea. of 
the bloody affrays at Copper islands last 
season. Thy majority of the Japanese 
gave the Copper and Bering rookeries .a 
wide berth this season, because of the 
protection given the seal islands by three 
fast Russian cruisers; but some vessels 
went, more than one making n success- 
ful raid between the times the cruisers 
were near the islands. One of the Jap- 
anese schooners spoken by the Ctirlottii 
G. Cox, which sighted about fifteen 
schooners Hying the red-ball tlag of Nip- 
pon, was in charge of a Japanese who 
was formerly a boat-puller of one of the 
Victoria schooners, and he stated he did 
not go to Copper islands this. season be- 
cause of the danger, although he hud 
participated in a successful raid last sea- 
son, when a number of schooners were 
organized and landed to fight the guards 
with rifles. This was done on a number 
of occasions last season, there being prac- 
tically a guerilla war between the Jap- 
anese sealers and Russian guards, the 
former seeking to loot the rookeries and 
the guards endeavoring to protect the 
seals. The number of Japanese killed 
last season at these islands was vari- 
ously given as from 20 to .'10. One -of 
the Japanese schooners found 
An Otter Rookery 
at the north end of 'Bering island, one 
of the group sometimes known us the 
Copper islands and more generally as 
Comanderofski islands. In a Taid .,on 
this rookery the schooner managed to 
loot nineteen fine sea-otter skins. 

The catch of the Cusen, which, as 
stated, brought twelve of to tlfei port, 
was a great topic of conversation anions-' 
the sealers, who crowded about trie ship- 
ping office waiting for their cheques. 
There were many tales told of otter 
skins, and incidentally the tale was told 
of a hunter, who shall be nameless. The 
hunter was a member of the crow of the 
schooner iJora Siewerd a few: years 
and when hunting in northern waters the 
shot a • sea-otter. The boat's crew— 
there was himself and two boat-pullers- 
were sworn to secrecy by the loft whis- 
ker of a bull seal— a terrible oath. Then, 
when the boats came back to the schoo- 
ner at eventide the sea-otter pelt was 
hidden. If was surreptitiously taken to 
the hunter's bunk and hidden. No one 
breathed of the find, and when the Dora 
Siewerd came to Victoria the hunter 
came ashore with the sea-otter pelt hid- 
den in his dunnage bap. 

Soon the talc was bruited about. 
There tiro places on Johnson Rtreel 
where tongue-looseners are sold and the 
sealing company heard that a hunter was 
dickering with fur-buyers to sell a sen- 
otter skin for StiOO. Forthwith directors 
Interviewed the hunter, and because <.f 
a vision of jail dangled before him 
threatened arrest, and the consequences 
that follow, the skin was broupbt back 
lo the schooner and surrendered to Ihe 
schooner's owners in the regular way 
with the sealskin catch. 

Then there wns another story, thai of 
another hunter who shall also be name- 
less, who when on the schooner Pirecto- 
five nr six years neo found and slinl n 
sea-otter while sealing, fie also swore 
his boat-pullers to secrecy by the same 
terrible oath, and secreted the fur. Ilf 
■-.it some salt and surreptitiously sailed 
Oie skin— which was very wrong of him. 
for sen-otter skins nre dried and care- 
fully cleaned without use of salt. How 
ovp,-. he brought the skin ashore, and 
offered it to n local fur-buyer for SHOO 
\7o trade was made, thmitrh. and thai 
nleht the hunter started for Seattle bv 
steamer with n sen-otter skin hidden 
nwav with rubber boots nod nlop-chesl 
eon-clothes, and n buver at Seattle count- 
nc\ out tive hundred dollars at"' irave 
tbeni to Hie sealer for Ihe nolt. Hid ili« 
skin not been sailed the denier fold him

"You don't know what u longing there 
is to get on shore until you've been tit 
sea nine mouths," said a boat-puller. 

When Baker came ashore he never 
thought of the ambergris on board the 
Triumph for n" few days. In the mean- 
time the schooner had been towed in 
and the sealskins landed. Capt. Ryan 
hadn't thought of reporting the amber- 
gris and the dock crew which found ;t 
hag laden with tallow-fat threw it on 
the wharf, thinking it might be used ul 
timately 

To Grease the Spars, Etc. 

The chunk in Baker's bicker was 
cleared out when other rubbish was be- 
ing thrown overside and never seen 
again — but the large piece disappeared 
one night from the sealing wharf. Then 
it was learned that Todd, another hunter 
of the Triumph who hadn't forgotten, 
bad taken it gasoline launch, picked up 
the ambergris rin-I wtarted for Seattle. 

Two days after he reached Seattle 
Todd was offered $30,000 for the piece: 
but he wouldn't sell. Chemists had an- 
alyzed pieces and reported it pure am- 
bergris, the whole amount being valued 
at .fli-I.-M-l. Todd wanted more, and ill 
the meantime a letter reached the seal- 
ing company that, a seal-hunter was of- 
fering to sell a big piece of ambergrh 
taken from a sealing schooner. Officer? 
of the company went to Seattle and 
Baker went to protect his interests. He 
wns offered $15,000 at Seattle for hh 
rights in Ihe matter, but although the 
money was poured nut in golden coin 
oil "a' table and certainly looked good, 
he, too, though there was more riuniny 
to him. 

Then events came apace, the amber 
gris wns seized for being brought Ulti 
Ihe country without being entered at tin 
customs house and the launch wuf 
sought after. Todd was arrested, and 
there was a trial, and more analysis 
Ultimately Ihe chemists secured by tin 
court brought in a verdict that the sub- 
stance was not ambergris, hut tallow 
fat. Baker and the sealing men came 
home, Todd disappeared, and so did the 
"tallow-fat." And there Ihe matter 
rests.

of well-browned ambergris Moating about 
after the lapse of years he is requested 
to communicate with "Amergris" Raker, 
for that, will no doubt be. the piece the 
schooner-handlers Eh row overside when 
the lockers were cleared out.

• . PRINGLE IS WRECKED'. 

Columbia River Steamer Sunk in Rap- 
ids on the Oregon River. 

Tin' steamboat Pringle was sunk in 
lite Columbia river Tuesday morning in 
the rapids below the mouth of the En- 
tiat river according to a despatch from 
Waterville, Oregon. Pilot Clifford 
Griggs was in charge. 

There were no passengers, and the 
crew of twelve escaped with difficulty. 
The Pringle was loaded with 4,500 sacks 
of wheat for Seattle, anil about 1. 000 
boxes of apples. She had just taken on 
a cargo of fruit from Ihe landing at 
Elltiat, and put out into the stream, 
when her engine shaft broke and left ihe 
boa I at the mercy of Ihe current. She 
dropped her anchor, but it would not 
bold, and she was quickly swept into ihe 
west channel of the rapids, which at the 
present low stage of the water is very 
dangerous. 

In a moment a large hole was lorn in 
her hull, and, lioating .-1110111 utin f,.,,t, 
she sank wilh a list, to one side. She now 
lies about midway in the stream and 
about midway down the rapids and is 
half submerged. 

The cargo was carried 011 the lower 
deck, and much wheal and all light 
freight has been swept down the river, 
All day fruit boxes were floating down 
the stream. The grain cargo is a total 
loss. Owing to the perilous position in 
which she lies, it is not likely she will 
ever be Boated again. She was valued 
by her owners four years ago at $35,000 
and Ihe rargo was worth fully $10,000. 

The Pringle was the largesl boat ever 
on lb,- upper Columbia. She was built 
for the Northern Pacific railroad 111 
Pasco, in 180(5. and sold to Alexander 
Griggs, since deceased, and brought to 
Wenatchee for ihe run to points farth- 
er up the river in the spring of ISO". 
Her machinery was old, having been 
taken from the dismantled Nixon, when 
Mr. Griggs bought her.

If the steam- 
ship companies give different rates 
then the merchants say they would be 
unable to do business owing to a cut- 
ting .and slashing of the prices of 
groceries nnd merchandise. 

At the present time all merchants In 
Southeastern Alaska have their goods 
landed at the same freight rates, 
which gives them an equal chance In 
selling them over the retail counter.

The new owners of 
the steamer, who bought the vessel when 
in dock at Esquimau for $5,000, sought 
to secure a United Slates registry for 
the stenmcr which had n German tlag 
and wus of British b%jhl. In order to 
secure a special act of congress to that 
end. This the buyers were unable to do, 
and. rather than expend about $70,000 
ill repairs, • have decided lo scrap the 
steamer. She will bring far more than 
was paid for the vessel, and the costs 
of dockage, etc., since, as scrap, the 
engines being in good condition and alone 
worth considerably more than the pur- 
chase money, in fact, it Is figured by 
those who know thai there is enough 
brass pipe in the vessel alone to more 
than reimburse the buyers the pur- 
chase amount. The Mariechen, which 
was wrecked last December in False 
Bay. Alaska, en route from Seattle to 
Vladivostok with general merchandise 
was floated by the B. C. Salvage com- 
pany and brought to Victoria, for which 
service the underwriters who had in- 
sured the vessel only against total ioss, 
paid the salvage company $37,500 and 
turned rho vessel over to her owners, 
who accepted $5,000 for the craft.

Parties Interested to Take Action For 
Damages Against C. P. R. 

A meeting of parties interested in th 
Chehalis disaster of .Inly 21st last, to- 
gether with their legal representative 
was held yesterday afternoon, and it was 
unanimously decided to take immediate 
action agonist the ('. I'. R. for damage 
in connection with the loss- of the ves- 
sel, says the Vancouver News-Adver- 
tiser. The Union Steamship Company 
will seek compensation for the loss of 
the vessel, and will be represented by 
Mr. Joseph Martin. K.C. The British 
Columbia Native Oyster Company will 
also sue for the loss of instruments 
which sank with the Chehnlis. 

Those who lost relatives in the disas- 
ter will bring individual suit against the 
railway company. Mr. W. J. Bowser. 
K.C, will appear for Mr. Robert Bryce. 
who lost his wife in the wreck, and for 
the estate of Mrs. Bryce. Mr. Bowser 
will also represent Mr. J. O. Benwell 
whose little boy was lost, and the estate 
of the late P. J. Chirk. Besides this suit 
will be brought by Miss Hutton of New 
York, for the death of her father. Dr. 
Hutton. and by Mr. Crawford for the 
l<»s id' his young son who went out as 
derk hand. The relatives of the Japan- 
ese firemen and the Chinese rook will 
also bring action to recover dnmages on 
their account. 

It has not yet been derided what the 
amount of damages to be sued for will 
he. At yesterday's meeting it was sim- 
ply resolved that suit for damages would 
he taken, and some of the writs at least 
will he got coit to-day. 

Tin. suit of the Fnion Steamship com- 
panv against tin' C. I 1 . R.. since it con- 
cerns the loss of the ressel. will have 
to ln> tried in the Admiralty Court. 1ml 
the individual suits for damages will be 
Ivied in the Supreme Court. Mr. .lustire 
Martin as judgo in admiralty will try the 
first-named case. 

In the meantime the C. P. It. has 
appealed to Ottawa for a re-hearing of 
the facts connected with the case, in 
tin' hope, doubtless, of being able to 
reverse the .judgment of the commis- 
sion composed of Mr. .lustire Morrison, 
Captain Hunt. U.S., and Captain (.'ox. 
The application for re-hearing will, it 
is understood, be opposed.

It is the universal exper- 
ience that the best kind of forest Are 
protection is 

Fire Prevention. 
This can best be done by an efficient 
patrol wherever valuable forests are 
exposed to danger. Lumbermen would 
undoubtedly be willing to co-operate 
heartily with any well-consldercd plan 
Cor forest patrol. 

The permitting of settlers to pre- 
empt claims for agricultural purposes 
In regions better adapted to wood pro- 
duction Is a very great weakness and _ 
source of loss in the provincial forest i 33 
policy. No settlement should be al- ■ 
lowed in any region where there ls|S 
not sufficient area of agricultural ] gj 
lands to make ai settlement capable H 
of supporting; a i. public school and' 8 
other civilized institutions. The al- 
lowing of Isolated , pre-emptions where 
there is little good land Is unwise 
from the standpoint of agricultural 
development anil criminally destruc- 
tive of the forest resources. 

A very pleasing feature of the forest | 
situation In British Columbia from j 
the standpoint of the forester is the 

Rapidity of the Growth 
of the valuable trees and the excellent 
reproduction which Is to be seen on I 
every hand where lumbering or fire I 
has removed the first growth. There j 
is probably no country In the world j 
where timber growth and the natural I 
reproduction of valuable timber trees | 
can be seen to bettor advantage. Cer- I 
talnly the normal growth here ex- | 
ceeds that of Eastern Canada at least 
two-fold, which means that as large 
a crop can be grown in the East in a | 
century — a fact of considerable im- 
portance when the growing of wood | 
crops Is under consideration. 

Another feature of the Western for- i 
ests which strikes the forester is the I 
absence of weed trees. Practically the 
entire forest is made up of coniferous | 
timber of excellent quality and all will i 
sooner or Inter be merchantable at a | 
good working margin. 

The hemlock of the coast is strik- 
ingly 

Superior to That of the East. 

Its relative low market value has up 
to the present largely prevented its 
utilization, greatly to the detriment of 
the forest and loss to provincial rev- 
enue. The hemlock which Is left 
standing on areas logged of their fir 
is usually a prey to windfall and very 
often to the flames. It would be good 
policy on the part of the provincial 
government to encourage In every 
way the utilization of the inferior 
timbers. This may be done by accept- 
ing a lower price for timber of loss 
market value, he it hemlock, spruce or 
Inferior llr or cedar. 

Possibly the utilization of the hem- 
lock could be assisted by encouraging 
the utilization of the bark for tanning 
purposes. You will presently have the 
largest abattoir In Canada on the 
Coast. The tanning of the hides there 
produced would be n desirable Industry 
for the city. The utilization of tin? 
hemlock bark for this purpose would 
be one better still. The bark of the 
B. C. hemlock contains 2ft per cent, 
more tannin than that of Ontario and 
is therefore a correspondingly more 
valuable agent for tanning purposes. 
Should It be found practicable to ex- 
tract the tannic acid here, and I 
know of no reason why It should not 
be done, 

A Groat Industry 
might be developed from what Is at 
present a waste product. The, freight 
on the extract would, of course, be a 
relatively trifling matter. 

There Is no country In the world 
where forestry, Including that branch 
of forestry known as lumbering, has 
a brighter future than the British Col- 
umbia. I shall always follow tho his- 
tory of the province In this respect 
with the utmost Interest. 1 can only 
add that the week which I have spent 
In your forests has been one of the 
happiest and most Instructive of my 
life."

GRANITE CURBING. 

A IBritlsIl Columbia Industry that Is he 
llig developed to a considerable extent, and 
to which very little attention has been 
given, is that of supplying granite curb- 
ing 'for the street sidewalks. During the 
past few months Mesnrs. Kelly &' Co.. of 
Vancouver, have been nut king regular ship- 
ments to Tacoina and Seattle from their 
qunrry on Granite Islnnd, u small Island 
lying alongside of Xelsou Island, The 
granite from this Island is very easily ob- 
tained, but tlie ecst of shipping It to Seat- 
tle and Tacoina Is considerable. The stone 
Is shipped to Seattle by water and thence 
Is transhipped In ears to Tiieomn. This 
latter arrangement Is under the local 
freight rates, and In consequence the cost 
of delivering the granite to Tacoina Is 
much higher than eltber%ln this city or 
•Seattle. 

The cost of shipping granite -lo Victoria 
runs about Co cents per ton for a large 
Hblpnicnt. which Is generally made by 
scow, hut when a special order Is received, 
It costs f'J.iK)' per ton, which comes very 
(dose to being the cost on (he railroad be- 
tween Seattle and Tacoma. Even with 
these difficulties .the authorities of those 
two (dties have found It to he cheaper 
and better than any other granite they 
could secure, and consequently It Is ex- 
pected that orders from these cities will 
become much lnr,ser as the work Increases. 
Besides the expense of shipping, duty is 
charged, but still they find the Canadian 
article cheaper than that obtained on the 
American side.

Dr. Ernest Hall stated that ill ids 
opinion an examination should be made 
by the ciiy health officer of every child, 
as they enter tlie public schools. The 
examination should lie for curvature of 
the spine and tuberculosis, and also spe- 
cial attention paid to the visual and 
oral organs :>f the ' child. The doctor 
stain! thai he had known cases where 
surgical skill had been applied and the 
children had been brighter and more suc- 
cessful students after the operation. Con- 
tinuing, the doctor thought Mini in a 
good number of cases, the parents ought 
to be forced by law, to allow the treat- 
ing of their children by surgical ap- 
pliances. There was considerable dis- 
cussion on Trustee Hall's last slate- 
men t. during which Trustee Lewis 
stated thjll it was not in the power of 
the trustees, nor was it worth forcing 
by law.

In April. 1900, the lake was 20 inches 
below high' water mark, and during I'.XKV 
42 incites of water had been used, as 
in 11K)5. The most water used- in one 
season was TrJ inches. 

The difference between the present 
level and high water mark is live feel, 
from the original level to high water 
mark seven feet, and the same between 
the Intake and the original level.

How the Water Was Brought. In 
from the lake to the city, showing the 
lU-Inch main to Montrose avenue, from 
where it is- directed" by an eight-inch 
main to Oak Bay. and.

He said the work that had. been done 
on these 1 mains was all a "boich," and 
when the Ui'-ineii main was installed 
only a small supply was received over 
the high levels. He pointed out that it 
was, only possible to' secure a small sup- 
ply through, the gravity system, -all the 
remainder having to. be pumped. The 
present supply was inadequate unless nil 
services were metered, and 750,000 gal- 
lons could be secured by the gravity 
main without cost. I he remainder being 
pumped through the Hi-inch main at a 
cost of $8,000. 

By laying a 21-inch main to the lake 
for a gravity system, it would be neces- 
sary to pump from 050,000 to OUO.'.IOO, 
at a cost of $4,000. The reason ttial 
many of the citizens were mil receiving 
water was because the mains bad been 
intended for a certain number of serv- 
ices, which had been overtaxed. if a 
24-illCh main were laid In the lake it 
would be capable of carrying 4,000,000 
gallons, which could be 

Utilized as a Reservoir. 
At present Victorians were using 100 
gallons per head, and with the proposed 
main a supply of Kill gallons could be 
secured. He also pointed out that at 
present Winnipeg was using no gallons 
per heod. 

He though I that 65 gallons was suf- 
ficient for any city, and In cut the citi- 
zens to that quantity would mean the 
prevention of waste, not stinting the 
consumer. He was always in favor of 
meters, as it was not only a saving to 
tin' city but also to the consumer. 

In referring to the future supply he 
said they could depend on an average 
supply of 2.400.000 gallons. It has lens] 
three times as much to obtain 3,000,000 
gallops from another source than Klk 
hike, if it was intended to have a popu- 
lation of 100.000. it would ,be necessary 
to obtain a larger source of supply. 

The Mayor then took tip his propo- 
sition, as he said, not with the intention 
of foisting it on the public, bill because 
it was only by that manlier that he could 
show the result of the installation of ;i

It Was a Disgrace 
thud the present system had been allow- 
ed to remaiu as long us it bud been. 

Thomas Sorby wished to know what 
became of all the wuter that fell in the 
Elk hake district, stilting that 37 inches 
fell in the district which did not go into 
Elk lake. 

His Worship replied that the corpora- 
tion was doing nil it could to preserve 
all tlie water in Elk lake. Given good 
cure, Elk and Beaver lakes would sup- 
ply as good and clear water as any 
source within 20 miles of Victoria. , 

In answer to Canon Beanlands the 
Mayor said that the water taken from 
Elk and Betiver lakes was practically 
tlie same. ' 

Canon Beanlands was of tlie opinion 
that Elk lake water was better th'ah 
that from Bearer lake. 

Mr. Sorby wished to find out where 
the difference between tlie rainfall ami 
the amount in the lake went to. 

His Worship, continuing, said that if 
Highland district would not supply and 
store 5.000,000 gallons per day it would 
be better to go to Sooke lake at a cost 
of $1,500,000. 

He saiil that the report presented by 
him in 1002 contained more information 
than that 

Submitted by Mr. Adams . .- 
and il had never been opened by . the 
council. He did not wish them to make 
up their minds whether they voted on 
this proposition or not,-"' but be wished 
til ey would continue to thresh out 'the 
matter till il was fully understood. 

Calls were made for Aid. Stewart, and 
he said he was going to listeu to some 
one else. 

T. W. Puterson, M. 1'., was called 
for and said lie did not know anything 
about water, but as his name; bad been 
mentioned be thought it would be well 
for him to speak. 

He pointed out that IOIk lake had cost 
considerable money and il wus a ques- 
tion whether it would be advisable to 
spend more or abandon it altogether. 
He had spent considerable time around 
Elk lake and was confident that the sup- 
lily could be trebled. And from the ob- 
sevations lie had made he was of the 
opinion l bat enough waste water could 
be brought In to generntc all the electric 
power necessary to light the city, and 
it would be well to ascertain how much 
water could be brought into. Elk hike 
that did not come at present, and lie 
thought that enough water could bo se- 
cured to supply 100,000 inhabitants.

Another reservoir site with « higher ele- 
vation than Elk lake was available at 
the far end of Ell; lake,- which would 
furnish enough power to bring all the 
water necessary for the higher, levels, 
and there would be no. waste as the 
overflow would' go into; Elk lake. 

The first thing lo be ascertained was 
.whether it was possible .U>. jjeoufe. an. ad- 
ditional supply and then' 'whether, 'flit 
mains were lnrge enough to carry -the.

He was opposed to a' reservoir on 
Smith's bill, aud thought that with -Elk 
lake as close as it was it would be bel- 
ter lo lay a larger main, which could be 
filled (luring the night when ..tlierc was 
no consumption. He was of Tlie, opinion 
that if the reservoir was to cost more 
Hum the main tlie Inoirey should -be put 
in the main. . . 

His Worship again addressed the 
meeting and said lie intended' to move 
for a reconsideration of his proposition 
and hoped to have the by-btw submitted 
to the ratepayers, and in presenting II 
he knew it was for the best interest of 
Hie city. ' ■* " 

Canon Beanlands was the next .-speak- 
er, and said he bad no intention 'Of run- 
ning down Elk lake, but it was well 
known that the first thing a newcomer 
to the city was told is that the water 
smells. He wished Ihe Mayor to lake 
steps lo prove lo the citizens that Elk 
lake water can be had without the ob- 
noxious simdl. lie was of the opinion 
that the ratepayers would then vote for 
Klk lake. He thought that i.t. was. .tint 
the source of supply thai the ratepayers 
were adverse to. lull the smell of Ihe 
water. 

His Worship said that be bad received 
information that up till the time the 
lake was neglected, which wns fen years 
ago, there was no offensive smell and 
the water was good and clear. 

Canon Beanlands said this was a mis 
take, as it had been the same question 
for the last 20 years. 

His Worship stated that the council 



were using their endeavors to ascertain 
the amount of watershed at Elk lake. 

The meeting, was also addressed by 
B. Cionnusou nnd ,T. Peiraonj and after 
u vote of thanks bad been tendered the 
chnirmaii the meeting adjourned.

C. E. Houston, superintendent of 
coal agencies of the Pacific Coast 
company of Seattle is at present on a 
.visit to Victoria and Is registered at 
the Drlard hotel. 

Mr. Houston Is here In connection 
with the coal supply business of his 
company and has been interviewing 
R. Dunsmulr & Sons of the Welling- 
ton Collieries Co. re supplying the 
Seattle market with Ladysmith coal 
for ' domestic purposes as on account 
of ihe rapid growth of the population 
there Is a scarcity of lump coal for 
household use. The Pacific Coast Co.'s 
depot at Portland also, which has 
heretofore been supplied with Austra- 
lia coal will ittHuture be supplied 
from Ladysmith ,Crom which port 20,- 
'OOO-'toiiH rof sae-Hifloal has Just been 
shipped on behalf of tho Pacific Coast 
Co. to Its. depot aJ.^oiTie. The demand 
last year at Nome was ig.ooo tons, 
this year the demand has Increased to 
about 26,000 tons, owing to the great 
and rapid development of the country. 

"Our mines " said Mr. Houston In 
conversation with a Colonist reporter, 
"are ..situated in King County, Wash- 
ington, thirty-four miles from Seattle. 
The . company oWps its own lino of 
railroad to the mines and our produc- 
tion amounts to about 75,000 tons per 
month. This Is mostly steam coal 
which is utilized for the supply of 
steamers on the San Francisco, Nome 
and Qrlent routes, etc." 

Interrogated regarding the available 
coal supply on tlie Pacific In relation 
to the demand Mr. Houston said: 
"There are numerous new coal field 
discoveries spoken of recently and 
some of considerable, extent definitely 
defined and tested In various parts of 
British Columbia notably that in the 
Nicola Valley which from samples I 
have seen appears to be good coal, of 
a class of coking coal very suitable 
for smelting purposes. 

"Seeing that In all industries the 
chief Item of expense is chiefly that of 
fuel, these new developments are a 
matter of the first importance to the 
country generally, on both sides of the 
line. Notwithstanding the development 
of the Californlan oh wells and the ex- 
tensive use of oil for fuel purposes on 
steamships, the demand for coal is 
continually increasing and there Is no 
likelihood whatever that its use will 
be superceded or the coal Industry 
curtailed or affected to any apprecia- 
ble degree by the use of oil In this dis- 
trict."

Foreigners 



BGXERISM BREAKS OUT AGAIN IN CHINA 



Had Been Drilling in Mountains 
■ And Came to Kill the 
Missionaries

" )A recrudescence of Boxerism is re- 
ported from North Shailsi, in TosulnU- 
*ieu, a district nbout 200 miles west of 
Peking, which was a hot-bed of Boxer- 
ism in 1000, and foreigners me greatly 
alarmed. The missionaries and others 
living in that district hnd a narrow es- 
cape, being rescued by the opportune 
arrival of a tie-man army lieutenant 
•who was traveling in the district, and 
who organized the local soldiery and at- 
tacked the Boxers, killing eleven of 
them and dispersing them. The Boxers 
were organized well, hnd n peculiar uni- 
form designed for the outbreak and Inrpc 
vellow standards, while they were arm- 
ed with swords aud spears and various 
other weaporjs. The Boxers had been 
drilling for a long time in the mountain 
districts and when they descended on 
the walled city the Christians and for- 
eigners were much alarmed, fearing a 
repetition of the events of 190O. Run- 
ners informed the missionaries and oth- 
ers that the Boxers had rushed to the 
gates of the city of Tsotiinhsien and all 
fled to the magistrate's vnmeii. After a 
little time the Boxers also came to the 
vnmen, and nsked the mnndnrin for 
food, ns also for authority to kiLl the 
foreigners, threatening to kill the man- 
darin and destroy the yamen if their 
request were not granted, in the after- 
noon of the same day the merchants 
closed their shops, and all the people 
were in terror. After the Boxers had 
been supplied with food, they went to 
a lnrge temple in the city and took up 
their quarters there, having decided to 
kill all the foreigners and native Chris- 
tians and destroy the mission premises 
the next day. The Boxers each wore a 
vellow enp and waistband and hnd yel- 
"low braid in his queue. In his waist- 
band each had n little yellow flag, on 
which was written "Fei iHu Tien Ping, 
'•Flving Tigers Heavenly Soldiers." They 
had olso two large yellow standards. 
Their weapons were swords. spears, 
spades, hammers and other things. They 
called themselves "Huang Tien Sheng 
Tan." "Imperial Heaven the Holy Doc- 
trine (or Way)". One of the missionar- 
ies hesieped in the yamen, writes as fol- 
lows: 

"In the evening a (iermnn lieutenant 
arrived on his way from Mongolia to 
Teking, and he hnd also to be shut up in 
the yamen. In all there were six. for- 
eigners there — two gentlemen rind-'four 
ladles. The Chinese officials were very 
frightened, as were all the other people 
in the yamen, because of the Boxers. A 
few soldiers were in the city hut their 
officers had not. come, from Tnfongfu. 
The (iermnn officer offered to help the 
Hsien mnndnrin against the Boxers, and 
this offer was readily accepted. Early 
next morning, between four and five 
o'clock the German lieutenant mustered 
the little company of Chinese soldiers, 
and certninly did inspire them with con- 
fidence. Only ten of them had rilles be- 
sides himself and his servant. The oth- 
ers had swords and spades. They pro- 
ceeded to the temple where the Boxers 
were. Arriving there, their presence was 
reported quickly to the Boxers by their 
sentry who was on the lookout. The 
Boxer lender came out to meet them, 
and was followed by the whole of his as- 
sociates. The German officer, who went 
in front of the Chinese soldiers, through 
his interpreter, asked the Boxer leader 
to surrender with his fellow lenders, tell- 
ing their followers that they miclit go; 
but he answered, "We will kill you, 
foreign devil." Then the lieutenant tired 
n shot over his head, and asked him to 
draw back; but be swung his sword and 
came very near to the officer, saying 
again. 'I will kill you, foreign devil.' 
The German lieutenant thereupon shot 
him down; but the other Boxers did not 
fear, and same pressing against the 
lieutenant and his soldiers, whereupon 
he commanded the latter to fire. Eleven 
Boxers were killed, many ivere wound- 
ed and forty-two were taken prisoners. 
Several of these men were the chief lend- 
ers in the massacre of li)O0 in this dis- 
trict." 

Six years ago the province of Shnnsl 
earned an unenviable notoriety as Ihe 
field of operations of the bloodthirsty Yn 
Hsien. Ten Swedish missionaries asso- 
ciated with the China Inland Mission 



were killed at Sohpingfu, while in the 
neighboring city of Tat'ongfu six mis- 
sionaries and five children lost then- 
lives. The mountainous district around 
Tsouinjsien, as we'.i as many other parts 
in Klinnsi, affords excellent shelter for 
Boxer bands, who apparently carry out 
with impunity their drill and mystic 
rites, in . preparation for another hoped- 
for carnival of bloodshed.

RAILROAD ENTERPRISES. 

Aggregate Mileage Under Construction 
Over 22,000. 

.]. D. Latimer contributes to the Octo- 
ber Review of Reviews n striking article 
dealing with the railroad enterprises of 
the year in the United States and Uan 
ada, 

The aggregate railway mileage under 
contract for construction or in immedi- 
ate prospect in the United States and 
Canada is over 22.000 miles. The ag- 
gregate of cash to he used in this con- 
struction and in the great projects of 
the American trunk line railways is over 
.$7oO,000.000. If the entire gold produc- 
tion of the world in the two greatest 
gold years of history were applied to this 
construction it would fall far short of 
meeting it. 

In the early part of the year the Rail 
wnv Age compiled the railway projects 
at that time under contract or under 
construction in the United States. This 
compilation showed an aggregate of over 
13,000 miles, located ns follows:

In Canada the total mileage projected 
is the heaviest in the history of that 
country. Taking the east with the west, 
four great companies contemplate til 
construction of. over 0000 miles of rail- 
way. . 

Inevitably a considerable proportion ot 
this mileage will never be constructed, 
A great many companies entirely disap 
pear, are bought off, or foil through 
various causes to complete the tasks 
thev have undertaken. Yet, even with 
this' deduction it would appear that there 
are live and legitimate railway projects 
on this continent to-day that call for 
the creation of well over 22,000 miles of 
track. In the light of this fact, the 
years 1000 mid 1007 arc practically ceiv 
4ain to go down into history as one of 
the most striking periods in the railway 
history of the western world. 

What Mr. Uatimer has to say of the 
new Canadian railway enterprises fol- 
lows: 

Looked at as n world-problem, rather 
than it national problem,, both sink into 
insignificance beside the Canadian North 
west. Indeed, the awakening of that 
region is the industrial marvel of the 
century to date. It has been made 
more interesting to Americans by the 
recent startling announcement from ,1. J. 
Hill that he intended to go back to his 
native laud long enough to show the 
Northwest how to grow. 

For twenty-live years there was but 
one great railway in the Canadian North- 
west. Commerce grew slowly. even 
even along its right of way. I Back ten 
miles from this line of steel the green, 
unbroken prairie lay like a sea. asleep. 
The Canadian Pacific was an- iron-clad 
monopoly. The records seem to show 
that there was much of oppression in its 
rule, much that now might happily he 
forgotten. The towns came up slowly. 
Outside of Winnipeg there is no great 
city of the Canadian plains. Regina, 
Brandon, Portage la Prairie. Edmonton, 
Calgary, are little towns — indeed, mere 
local trading centres. 

It is a different story nowadays. A 
few years ago came William Mackenzie 
and D. I). Mnnn, daring promoters, rich 
with the spoils of commerce gathered 
under every flag that flies, from Buenos 
Ayres to the Arctic ocean. They sought 
and obtained from the Manitoba govern- 
ment a guaranty on the bonds of a 
new railway, to be called the Canadian 
Northern. They sold their bonds to the 
English, and sent their men out into the 
plains to dig. That was five years ago. 
They have pushed their road from the 
head of the Great Lakes away out to 
l'rince Albert, a little trailing post on 
the Upper Saskatchewan. They are 
headed for the Rocky Mountains, and 
down from Winnipeg to the Atlantic. In 
fact their ambitions stop not short of 
another system to duplicate the Can- 
adian Pacific. 

Two years ai;n Sir Wilfrid Lanrier, 
leader of the Canadian House of Com- 
mons, fought his campaign upon a plat- 
form that called for the creation of an- 
other road from sou to sea. This pro- 
ject, the Grand Trunk Pacific, leaves the 
St. Lawrence at Quebec, pierces the un- 
broken forests south of Hudson's Bay. 
cuts through Winnipeg and the prairie 
country, threads the Rocky Mountains 
by the Peace River valley, and de- 
houohes upon the Pacific ocean nt Fort 
Simpson, with a branch north to Daw- 
son City. I" -in is soo ° milps of P ,ire 
ndventiire.. No other railway proieel 
in the world unless indeed it lie the Cape 
to Cairo rnilrond. holds so much of fas- 
cination, so much of the romance that 
dwells about the memories of the mighty 
pioneers. 

'Now. on ton of all these, comes .las. 
,1 Hill, who built the Great Northern, 
and fought the United States govern- 
ment ill the "Great Litigation," to an 
noimce that lie will build n new railway 
through the Canadian wheat fields. His 
line is to start from Winnipeg, cross the 
Canadian Pacific somewhere near Me- 
I.eod, cut diagonally through lower Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, and open to 
commerce the untrodden heights that 
lie between Lake Kootenay and the 
Eraser River In British Columbia, In 
all, the road is to he 1300 miles, • more 
than one-half of which will lie ncross 
prairies. 

To understand the wonderful rush of 
cnp'tal from all over the world into this 
land il is necessary to have seen the 
land. Between Winnipeg and the fool- 
hills of the Rocky Mountains stretches 
a region of the richest-wheat land in the 
} world. For the most part it is well wat- 



ered by the branches of the Snskatco- 
wan and the- Qu'Appcllc, arid the riitr 
morons other smaller rivers that How 
into the lakes uhout Winnipeg. Almost 
every, square mile is either fertile \ from 
its Maker's hands, or enn be made f el- 
tile with a minimum of irrigation labor. 
There are fevv forests to be cleared; few 
"hnd lands" to break the stretch of 
trnQic territory. 

' One travels a thousand miles from 
east to west and live hundred miles 
from north to south, and still there is 
no end to these flat lands. " Up in the 
northwestern corner of this quadrilat- 
eral—six times as big as the State of 
Kansas,' twice as big ns the German em- 
pire — one 'begins to come upon the for- 
ests. Down "in the southwest corner lie 
limitless plains, where tufted ■ grass 
grows thick, and where huge herds of 
cattle, roam abroad. In both the other 
corners' and in the central region men 
raise whent, Assinihoia No. 1, seventy 
bushels to the acre, ' seventy pounds to 
the bushel and the wheat that holds the 
commercial world astonished. Here and 
there one finds n. farm of thousands of 
acres, such as one meets in Kansas, but 
for the most part the land is home- 
steaded in farms of 10O acres mid mul- 
tiples of the same. 

Following the Canadian Pacific or the 
Canadian Northwest up from the plains 
the traveler comes through deep forests 
of pine and fir, through a cloudy region 
of peaks and canyons, where the railway 
winds and twists among the snow-cap- 
ped mountains. Past this, sliding down 
through Revelstoke, the valley of the 
Eraser is discovered, where are big sal- 
mon fisheries. On beyond. Vancouver, 
headquarters of the Transpacific trade, 
feeds the railways with rich traffic in 
silks and teas and other products of 
Japan and China. 

The Hill railway also aims nt Van- 
couver. It runs, however, through a re- 
gion rich in coal and other minerals. It 
taps the coal deposits of the Crow's 
Nest Tass, and again it touches coal 
along the mountain tops past Kootenay. 
fighting for it all the while against the 
Canadian 'Pacific Beyond that it. too, 
drops down Into the fertile valley of the 
Eraser river. 

These are great enterprises. The 
Grand Trunk Pacific, the most pictures- 
que of them all. traverses for more than 
a thousand miles a region of light tim- 
ber, spruce and tamarack, nil needed for 
the paper mills. In the Laurentinii 
range, and, in fact, through the whole 
wild region of New Ontario, there may 
be rich mineral lauds. It is a world of 
conjecture, of clinnce. of dreams and un- 
bridled fancies. Few people live north 
of the Canadian Pacific. Ten years ago 
no man went lip toward the Hudson Bay 
unless he were 11 trapper, seeking B 
hardy living by trading with the Hud- 
son Buy company, the honry monopoly of 
centuries, that holds, under royal seal, 
the right to trade along those quiet 
ways. Only here and there wns mark- 
ed on the map a Hudson Buy trading 
post, where Hie Indians came and trad- 
ed pelts for money or in barter, ns their 
fathers had done for two hundred years 
and more. It is a young-old country, 
young in the arts and sciences of civ- 
ilization, old in the time of its records. 
It is the weirdest railroad proposition ou 
the map of the Western Hemisphere. 

A DREAM FULFILLED. 

From my earliest years (says a corres- 
pondent in the Scotsman! I hnve been 
trained to ridicule any belief in dream*, 
but some time ago I had a very curious 
experience which will make me pause 
before doing so again. 

Whilst visiting some friends of ours, 
one of the sons paid me some consider- 
able attention. I became attracted to 
him, believing lie reciprocated the senti- 
ment. The visit came to an end, and as 
our homes were many miles apart it was 
not likely we should meet again for 
many months. I need not say how 
eagerly I looked forward to that event. 

Two months after my return I had a 
very impressive dream. I seemed to he 
admiring beautiful scenery with one or 
two more, my friend being there also 
and at Inst we came to a river. Several 
of us then went out in a boat, and 1 
noticed as we stnrted that the water was 
very Shallow, hut became deeper later 
on." It wns moonlight, and I distinctly 
saw many trees and shrub 
riverside. 

After some time we nil left the boat 
(moored), while we went over a large, 
old-fashioned mansion. Our guide took 
us through room after room, filled with 
very antique furniture, which we under- 
stood had been standing for centuries. 
Finally we reached the tup floor, and 
then our guide showed us n curious 
machine similiar to a grandfather's clock, 
with a glass face. We were then told 
whoever touched it their future would 
he foretold on the glass face. 

Presently, being urged by others, for 1 
refused to believe it myself. I touched il. 
and we waited for the result. W'r then 
saw a spray of violets appear, very much 
what one sometimes sees on meniorinni 
cards, and below this, written in violets 
too, my name and Hie name of my gentle- 
man friend, and the words "For ever 
and ever" following. Then I woke, hut 
for days could not forget this queer 
dream. 



Four months later it was again ar- 
ranged for me to visit these friends. 
My own family thought this would most 
lik'elv end in an engagement. I was 
intensely happy. However a fortnight 
before I wns to go, I dreamt one night 
1 was In a strange country churchyard, 
crying bitterly and looking for a loved 
one's grave. 

When I found the grave, a newly- 
made one, I seemed puzzled as to whom 
it belonged. I was certain it .was not 
inv mother's, who hod died a year or two 
before, because mother's had a head- 
stone, and this being newly - made, had 
not. I also noted the exact position of 
the grave in connection with the. church 
and some railings, and I also noticed it 
wns a shady churchyard. I took little 
notice of this dream until subsequent 
events brought it vividly to mind. 

The following week I had a distress- 
ing dream. In it I thought I saw my 
brother drowning, and I rushed for help 
to save him. Then 1 discovered it wns 
not my brother, hut could not decide 
which of my friends it wns, and I woke. 

•'Half nn hour Infer I opened a letter 
which gave me my first intimation of 
my friend's death. 1 afterwards learned 
he was awnv from home for a few days, 
and while boating one evening wns 
drowned. 

Some mouths after, when I became 
stronger (for I suffered physically from 
the effects of this blow). I visited my 
friends grave, for he was buried in a 
country churchyard away from home. 
Imagine my feelings, as 1 stood in renl- 
ity by that grave, and noticed not only 
that ' the churchyard was unusually 
shady, but that the grave was near some 
railings, and only a little farther north 
'of ilia churchyard that 1 saw in my 
dream. 

Do you wonder 1 now pause before 1 
ridicule dreams as occasional warnings? 

MICMAC WOMEN DIDN'T WORK. 

In 174$ fully 3,000 Mohawks under- 
took the invasion of New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia in the hope of con- 
quering that territory from the Mic- 
macs. They found the St. John river 
swollen by November rains and. real- 
izing that' great care would be needed 
in its navigation, they captured three 
I Midline squaws and compelled them 
I to serve as guides. For two dnyfl 
and nights nil went well, but on the 
third evening the boats approached a 
narrow and turbulent part of the 
stream, and the Mohawks began to 
grow suspicious, especially -when the 
air blowing up the ravine brought with 
it a mist and n far roaring. Their 
suspicions wore confirmed presently, 
for the three squaws in Btlvnnce 
changed signals und sprang into 
current. 'I'liey swnm with nil 
strength toward shore, landed i: 
ty. despite the shower of. arrows that 
fell about them, and disappeared In 
the depths of the wood. The rowers 
of the canoe fleet made strenuous ef- 
forts to reach the land, but in the 
confusion and darkness most of them 
were hurried down the cataract, and 
in the spring, when 1,000 drowned 
bodies came to the surface below the 
fn Ms. the Micmacs tore, away their 
1.60Q scalps and sold them to the Eng- 
lish at Louisbourg at $2.o0 each. The 
400 Mohawks who escaped destruction 
at Grand Falls made 11 hurried re- 
treat to their own country, harassed all 
the way, and losing about half their 
number, and this complete and decisive 
victory is said to be still celebrated

An interesting incident is told of how 
the courage of Faraday, the great 
chemist, saved him from considerable 
inconvenience over a duel. 

Angered at a supposed slight, an ln- 
, dividual once sent Faraday a challenge 
lung the 1 bu , (he j. c | e „t|st, considering It unwar- 
ranted, ignored the call. A few days 
afterwards the challenger entered Far- 
aday's laboratory where he wns work- 
ing on an analysis of sausage contain- 
ing trichina, and insulted him and 
called him a coward. 

"My friend," said Faraday, "I do not 
wish "to fight with you; but since you 
insist on satisfaction, the choice of 
weapons is by the duelling code, mine, 
and we will waive the matter of sec- 
onds and hold our duel here in my 
laboratory. Here are two sausages ex- 
actly alike In appearance. One of 
them contains the deadly trichina; the 
other is pure. Take your choice, and 
I will eat the other." 

The man withdrew his charges and 
tendered an apology. 

A strange' duel was that which took 
place between an Englishman named 
Talbot and a Frenchman named VII- 
leneuvc. The latter was the challeng- 
er, and as Talbot was neither a skilled 
shot nor swordsman he stipulated that 
the nffalr should be settled with two 
pistols, only one of which was loaded, 
at live paces. They met 011 the field 
of combat, and drew lots for the pis- 
tols. Chance favored the Englishman, 
rind he secured the one which was load- 
ed and killed his antagonist. 

One of the strangest duels on re- 
cord was between two Frenchmen. 

The dispute was over a woman, 
which Hex, by the way, has been the 
cause of about two-thirds of sill the 
duels ever fought, and as neither of the 
combatants was a skilled swordsman 
or good pistol shot. It was decided that 
they should each, accompanied by their 
seconds, nscend to a given height in 
balloons, and nt a signal fire, not upon 
each other, but upon the balloons. 

Accordingly, they ascended to a giv- 
en elevation, and at a signal from be- 
low they discharged blunderbusses 
loaded with slugs nt each other's wind 
bags. One of the shots went wild but 
the other was more effective, and the 
balloon collapsed and its occupant.s 
were dashed to the earth and killed.

Eastern Manufacturers Would Like an 
Open Door for Asiatics. 

A. B. Cowan, president of the Cowan 
Co., Ltd.. Gait, l.s in the city, where he 
Is stopping until Saturday, says the 
Winnipeg Free Press. He will then 
continue his journey to British Col- 
umbia, where he will lmve completed 
his tour of the Dominion. Air. Cowan 
Is keenly alive to th«- need of labor. In 
conversation with n Free Press repre- 
sentative at the Royal Alexandra, last 
night, lie commented upon Messrs. 
Gallthcr and Macpherson's attitude in 
regard to the entry of Hindus. He 
was emphatic in advocating the cause 
of the Hindus. 

"Sir Thomas Shaughnessy says that 
they are a very clever and desirable 
class of people," said Mr. Cowan, "and 
I do not know a man In Canada, who 
knows better what he Is talking; about 
nan Sir Thomas. 

"I have no hesitation in saving that 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler and the rest of the 
ministers will give the matter very 
serious consideration before they will 
keep Hindus out. Hindus are British 
subjects." 

Mr. Cowan discredited the .soundness 
of the views of Impractical lawyers and 
chemists on economic .subjects, and 
thought the people capable of judging 
who were those who were building up 
the Industries. He laid stress upon 
the absolute necessity of more labor 
and emphasizing his opinion that man- 
ufacturers, on their part, were doing 
their share in Canada's industrial de- 
velopment, remarked. "Wo have all 
our capital Invested in our respective 
businesses. There is not a legitimate 
manufacturer in this country, who has 
made a cent outside his own concern 
He Is putting It all Into stone and 
lime and machinery." 

The visitor spoke of the splendid 
prosperity of the Maritime provinces, 
and hoped that the future or the Do- 
minion would not be hampered by re- 
strictive legislation of the nature pro- 
posed by Messrs. Galllher and Mac- 
pherson. "I would throw down our 
walls to he free to every nation ir I 
bad any thing lo do with it," he said.

Dr. F. Montizambert, Dominion medi- 
cal health officer from Ottawa, arrived 
last evening by the Princess Victoria 
and registered at the Hotel Driard. 

in the course of an interview with tin' 
Colonist Dr. Montizambert said Unit his 
present visit was merely the usual an- 
nual tour of inspection. 

On tin' subject of the lepers and the 
leper station he said that in company 
with Dr. Watt lie was about to inspect 
the Darcy island establishment, which 
had been taken over by the Dominion 
government in order to see what, if any- 
thing, could lie done to further mitigate 
the lot of those poor creatures, tlie con- 
ditions of -whose terrible malady necessi- 
tated their being isolated tinder circum- 
stances of much unavoidable discomfort. 
And tliis was the sole object the govern- 
ment had in view in the steps that nail 
been taken to discover whether some 
more suitable and accessible place eon 1 ] 
not be found on which a lazaretto might 
be established without detriment to oth- 
ers and with that advantage which com- 
mon humanity demanded to those unfor- 
tunate sufferers. 

"It must be remembered that, like 
Other people, thune lepers were subject to 
ailments and weaknesses other Ihan the 
disease which was the Immediate cause 
of their presence on Parry island, ami 
Dnrey island, being what it is, isolated 
and remote from the rest of the world, 
it would be manifestly impossible to in- 
duce any suitable medical man to im- 
mune himself amidst such surroundings, 
cut off from access to the community of 
his fellows, and beyond the pale of gen- 
eral professional activity. Hitherto the 
lol of these people had been a hard one, 
lefl, ns they of necessity were, In their 
own devices nud dependent upon each 
other for any ntteritlitltcc they might re- 
quire. Now, n guardian had been ap- 
pointed to look after 1 1 1 oi n and an in- 
terpreler provided through whom their 
wants could he cninmutiicnted. I-'re- 
(pieni pnmmiiiiichllon with Ihe mainland 
would bo established by Ihe guardian 
passing to nud fro and thus lliey would 



be regularly provided with fresh pro- 
visions, fruit and vegetables and the 
same functionary would be always on 
hand to attend to their wants and wirry 
out the directions that Dr. Watt might 
give from time to time in the course of 
his frequent periodical visits. 

'Thus, as far us is at present possi- 
ble," concluded the doctor, "and subject 
to any recommendations I may feel jus- 
tified in making on the subject in tin* 
report which, after investigation, I shall 
make to the minister of agriculture at 
Ottawa, in whose department this mat- 
ter lies, there is no doubt that the con- 
dition of the lepers has been very ma- 
terially improved; and although from 
the nature of their disease il may never 
lie possible to make their lot n com- 
fortable one, nevertheless it is our in- 
tention to do everything that can be 
done to render it at any rate as little 
uncomfortable as possible." 

Dr. A. T. Watt, superintendent of 
tta William Head quarantine station, 
returned witli Dr. Moutizaml/crt from 
Ottawa. While in the east lie visited a 
number of quarantine stations for the 
sake of observation. Regarding the nec- 
essary work to be done at the William 
Head station he says that a few repairs 
and some improvements will lie made 
there this year, ami thai relative to 
Darcy island no further changes are at 
present contemplated. Under the pres- 
ent conditions the lepers will he in a 
much better position, their cabins are 
(.situated upon a little bay, and in the 
prolific laud adjoining those who are 
capable of work can find pleasant occu- 
pation and interest in cultivating tho 
gardens that adjoin their dwellings.
